Henry George's theory, however, is no 
lopger an abstraction; it has been put to a 
concrete test in a number of communities 
im different parts of the world and it has 
registered an unbroken succession of dis- 
astrous failures. Communities in Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand tried the single 
tax in a small way, only to abandon it be- 
cause the people abandoned the land and 
moved away and the communities were left 
without any visible means of support. Then 
came the great Russian experiment. The 
theory of government ownership of the land 
was put into effect over a territory cover- 
ing almost one-fifth of thé land surface of 
the globe. 

What happened in actual practice is poig- 
nant. Word comes from Central Europe 
that the countries adjacent to Russia are 
mobflizing troops at the frontier and estab- 
lishing & line across which no Russian refu- 
gee will be permitted to pass. It is a “war 
of the trenches” against the hundreds of 
thousands of Russians, themselves contam- 
inated by malignant diseases, segking to 
flee from the pestilence. If they are per- 
misted to cross the lime the rest of Furope 
will be contaminated. 

One cause for this attempted exodus of 
nearly a whole people is the taking of the 
land from its former possessors, a few of 
whom were rich nobles and a great ma- 
jority anal individual owners. As soon as 
private ownership was abolished there was 
nothing to tie the people to any given com- 
munity. When the desire to roam came 
there was nothing to hold them to the place 
of their birth. The old Irish proverb, “The 
hills are green that are far away,” 
application for every people.

The giris lead a life 
of steady drudgery. Sometimes 
they kill themselves. Often they 
are discarded as their youth fades 
and sink to the lowest depths of 
Chinatown. 

This traffic would reach enor- 
mous totals if it were not for the 
law enforcement. The immigra- 
tion authorities and the police are 
constantly on the alert against 
such practices. Scores of Chinese 
cirle are prevented every year 
from landing in this country. 
Others succeed in evading the port 
inspectors. Information that this 
or that Chinese has imported in 
slave come to Miss Cameron from 
the authorities and very often 
from the better class of Chinese, 
Then she immediately gets under 
way her work of rescue. 


FOLLOWS SLAVES OVER COAST 

When the Chinese find that Mias 
Cameron is on their trail they 
spirit their slaves from one city 
to another or often have them 
well hidden. For inetance, Miss 
Cameron was called upon to find 
Lote Ah Lin, a siave girl who had 
been taken to Boise. Idaho. She 
followed the girl to Boise, from 
there to Seattle, Portland, Sacra- 
mento, San Francisco and Los An- 
gelea, where the hunt ended suc- 
cessfully. In each of these cities 
Mies Cameron made a complete 
search of the oriental quarter. At 
times the Chinese enter courts to 
fight for possession of the girts, 
but have found they have little 
to hope for there. 

In talking with Miss Cameron 
one would never suspect that she is 
capable of dealing. successfully 
with all the evil forces of China- 
town. She is a gentlewoman in 
every reapect, with a delightful 
amile and a desire to disclaim any- 
thing spectacular in her accom- 
plishmentsa. But her record of res- 
cuing 1500 girls shows that she is 
both efficient and deterffilned when 
it comes to coping with the wily 
Astatics.

te the Palace Hotel. He recalled, 
and his mother tells of the same 
event, that his father, his mother 
and himself stopped at the Palace 
when he was a boy and they were 
‘on their way to Nome, He asked 
}a hotel clerk what happened to 
the old Palace, and was told it 
was destroyed in the fire. Then 
he went to a library and read in 
an old newspaper of the fire and 
earthquake. Gradually be learned 
‘that while he was in his mental 


When he awoke, he dis- 
covered President Harding in office 
and that Taft and Wilson also had 
held office. He learned of the 
World War and that prohibition 
had come into effect. 

Extracts from some of Emery's 
letters: during this time wil! tell of 
the troubled state of mind under 
|which he labored. He had worked 
|industriously as a solicitor, was 
advanced to the place of crew fore- 
man and during a case of iliness 
of the grip was cared for by his 
employers. Though Emery did 
not tell of his troubled mental 
state to his associates, he says the 
fine treatment he received fro 
his “boss” one of the condi- 
tions that helped him to bear up 
‘under such a mental strain. The 
other was the mother, who, he 
had only recently learned, was a 
widow. 

LETTER TO MOTHER. 

In a letter dated November 721, 
last, from San Jose, where Emery 
was then working, he says: 

“My dear Mother: I was cer- 
tainly glad to receive a wire this 
morning giving me your addregs, 
‘but cannot understand the reason 
for the Los Angeles address. 
(Emery head addressed his first 
letter to his mother at Pasadena, 
|where she had lived in 1906, the 
year he was injured.) However,

Emery told his mother of tbe 
work he was doing in San —_ 
cisco.

Then 
the letter continued: 

“IT have worried and worried 


lover all the things Mr. Spencer 
\told me, all of which are a blank 


to me. I cangot figure what could 
have happened to me to cause this. 
I know I am absolutely rational, 
for people do not act toward me 
any other way. 

“I don’t care to meet people, for 
I cannot account for all this loss 
of time and until I can know 
where I am, I am under @ very 
hard strain. 

“I hope, mother, I will hear 
from you tomorrow or by sure the 
next day and that your letter will 
relieve me of some of this sus- 


pense. If I have been .married, 
what has happened? I can't 
believe it all; that's all is to 


Emery tells tn his letter of be- 
ing without proper clothes. 

“I cannot even remember of 
having any things other than at 
Pasadena. (He had last lived ir 
Pasadena, so far as his mind 
served him, though his mother 
had not lived there for years, nor 
had he.) I Know you cannot 
imagine how I feel, nor can any- 
one else, but it is awful. 


CANNOT BELIEVE REPORT. 

“I cannot believe all the things 
Mr. Spencer told me about my- 
self, for anything wrong does not 
appeal to me or enter my mind. 
If I did all those things I certain- 
ly hope that whatever has Rhap- 
pened to me stays with me, for I 
don't want it all to come back 


again. 

Emery's next letter, written six 
days later, to his mother, con- 
tained considerable anguish. 

“Your letter received yester- 
day,” he . “and the contents 
were an awful surprise and shock 
to me, and I must admit it came 
very near doing me up for a while. 
After reading your letter I came 
up to my room and tried to make 
some connection in my thoughts, 
but was just where I started. Last 
night I had a talk with Mr. Ka- 
rues, my boss. I tried to explain 
things to him without going too 
much into detail. It seems that 
one day when I was ill I was out 
of my head and complained about 
some one taking me in an auto- 
mobile against my will—where 
from and to, I don't know, but I 
am of the opinion that something 
must have happened to me, as you 
write me I left Los Angeles the 
latter part of October. 

“I don't blame everyone, moth- 
er, for being against me and put- 
ting no trust in me after all the

“Now, mother, I have tried to

SECOND WIFE. 


“From what you write me, I 
must have left my second wife in 
a very sad and troubled position 
after what she had done and gone 
through for me. Mr. Spencer told 
me about my first wife quitting 
me and leaving me with my 
troubles. My second wife must be 
a wonderful woman and, mother, 
[ am going to try make up 
some way or other for all the sor- 
row I have caused her. It is na- 
tural that after all that she has 
gone through that she has a very 
poor opinion of what she married 
and I cannot blame her. What Ii 
want to do is try and help in every 
way possible for what she has 
gone through for me. This can 
only be done, 1 suppose, by what 
help I can’ give her. Will you 
find out from her, if possible, 
mother, if she would like to have 
me write her direct, or what ac- 
tion I can take to help her out. 
Do you know her present address, 
or where money would reach her, 
for I will strive all the harder now 
for bigger results weekly.’ 

“If she does not me to 
communicate with her, maybe she 
will let me send you money and 
you can give it to her. 

“As for my things you say I left 
there, I do not remember of hav-

DAILY TRADE TALK. 


Los Angeles Comes Through Bad Week With Colors 
‘Flying; Time to Get Busy. 


She of the most unsatisfactory of 
the year. Several obvious causes contributed to the result. The 
weather was almost unfit for publication; kept thousands of buyers at 
home and created a psychological “bilveness.” A midweek holiday 
always tends to disorganise business. Office and sales forces have been 
decimated by the epidemic of colds masquerading under the elastic title 
of “flu.” In spite of these deterrent forces, bank clearances continue to 
run ahead of corresponding dates a year ago: building permits are 
being issued in increasing number, and the stock market is booming. 
Spring prders are satisfactory, and collections are reported fair. If 
Los Angeles can maintain her pep under such adverse conditions there 
seems little to fear for the future when trade influences are compro- 
mised and we settle down to the long spring pull.

Some Scientific Hints That the Careful Motorist Will 
Follow; Dividends Guaranteed.

surfaces and shiny metal WNatur- 
ally this has induced the owner 
to take more pride in keeping up 
the appearance of the gasoline 
steed. The result is that cleaning 
methods and equipment have 

tly advanced over those of «a 

years back. 

KEEP IT NEW. 

The present-day owner using 
modern methods may keep his car 
looking new al) the time, nor will 

have to spend more than a 
f moments a day to accomplish 
this end. For instance, there are 
now on the market a number of 
liquid and wax polishes which wil! 
give admirable results if they are 
used as directed. 

In the use of wax polishes the 
firet step is to clean the body of 
the car thoroughly. The polish is 
— to the surface with a plece 

cheese cloth and then anether 
clean cloth is used to distribute 
the wax evenly all over the sur- 
face. owners commonly make 
the mistake of thinking that the 
more wex applied the better. As 
& matter of fact « very thin film 
is ali that is needed. The poiish 
will last for from four days te a 
week, and after it has been ap- 
plied at the beginning of the week 
@ little rubbing with a clean cloth 
will bring out the luster again. 
The wax polish may be used for 
body, fenders, hood and other 
lustrous surfaces and it will slso 
be found that if the under side of 
the fenders is cleaned and given 
A coating of wax less mud 

be deposited and what is there 
may be easily removed. 


SPRAY POLISH. 


The most recent 
polish is that which sprayed on 
the surface with a large sprayer. 
In using thie polish the body must 
firet be thoroughly cleaned with 
water. If the y furfaces are 
merely dusty the polish may be 
sprayed on and then be wiped off 
with a clean cloth. After spraying 
the lish over the surface a piece 
of cheese cloth is used to wipe off 
the excess. There is no. necessity | 
for vigorous rubbing. 

The present-day owner must not 
assume that these new and really 
useful aids to beautifying the mo- 
tor car have superseded plain wa- 
ter. The contrary is true, the car 
must be washed just as formerly.

HERE’S WAY TO 
RELINE BRAKES. 


Not Difficule Task if You 
Only Know How. 


Many Points to be Watched 


Proper Fit Should be Had 
All Way Around. 


A good many owners seem to 
feel doubtful about their ability to 
care for the braking systems of 
their vehicles, especially as re- 
gards relining them after the 
bands have given evidence of 


needed replacement. There is no 
reason why any car owner cannot 
réline his brakes if he attacks the 
job in the proper manner. 

It ia scarcely necessary to ex- 
plain to the average car owner 
why brake linings weer out. When 
it ia considered that on the com- 
position used to line the brakes 
practically the whole pressure of a 
vehicle weighing perhaps «a ton 
and a half is suddenly impounded 
while that gréat mass is traveling 
at considerable speed, the owner 
will not wonder at the compound's 
tendency to wear out. 


A WATTLE WEAR. 


In actual service every time the 
brakes are applied the great pres- 
sure exerted induces a little wear 
on the surface of the lining, which 
is also. compressed «a certain 
amount; it ie because of this wear 


and on that the brakes 
must be from time to 
time. The adjustments merely 
compensate for change in 


compression. A time comes when 
the band is so thin that no adjust- 
ment remains to compensate for 
the condition and then the brakes 
must be relined. Sometimes the 
metal band stretches a little and 
this adds to the difficulty of mak 


signs of wear. Mning 
otherwise perfectly good, but aft- 
er the rivets begin to wear down 
the operation of relining should 
not be long delayed. 

In relining the brakes the oper- 
ator should know that the band 
must fit perfectly and must make 
a good contact with the drum. If’ 
only one side of the lining bears 
on the drum it is obvious that the 
braking efficiency is considerably 
reduced, in addition to which ex- 
cessive wear on parts of the lining 
will be induced. 

Now we come to the actual job 
of relining. Before you begin have 
the new lining cut to the actual 
size needed. Most accessory shops 
keep brake lining measured off in 
feet. By giving the make and 
model of the car the owner can 
have the lining cut off in proper’ 
lengths. most

The Bantam breeds gained their snite' 
larity as ornamental fowl, and as play- 
things for children and grown-ups, but 
they have also a distinct utility value for 


egg production for family use. There is 
also a good demand for Bantam eges for 
hatehing and for breeding stock of good 
quality. Because of their small size, these 
pigmy breeds often have the advantage 
over larger fowls where only a very small 
space is avallable for the flock. They 
are easy for children to handle. and the 
ownership of a few Bantams often is the 
beginning of a real interest in poultry 
raising. 

The various breeds of bantams, have not 
been raised with the idea of egg produc- 
very high, probably around 100 eggs «a 
year, although individual hens have laid 
as many.as 150 or even 175 e@ges in a 
year. The eggs vary in size, as do the 
diferent Bantam breeds, ranging from 
12 ounces a dozen to 18 or 20 ounces. The

Reports collected from Bantam breeders 
show that the average hen will eat from 
25 to 35 pounds of feed in a year, which 
is about one-half as much as a hen of the 
Mediterranean breeds or one-third as much 
as a hen of the larger breeds would eat.

DON'TS FOR OPERATORS 
OF BELT MACHINES. 


The following are ten of the many com- 


sity: 

(1.) Don't use mineral ofls on any belt; 
for leather use a mixtare of neatsfoot, 
tallow, wool grease; any one or all are 
good: for rubber and gandy use a little 
raw linseed ofl or a good belt 
contains no resin. 

(2.) Don’t allow leather belts to get 
hard, dirty or greasy. Wash quickly with 
mild soap, dry at once, apply dressing with 
brush or paste on outside and work in. 

(3.) Don’t allow dressing or dirt to ac- 
caumulate on any belt or pulley. Remove by 
careful scraping or washing. 

(4.) Don't run belts in a vertical posi- 
tion. Keep them on a slant or horizontal. 

(6.) Don’t use small pulleys. Allow two

(6.) Don’t use a narrow, tight belt. Use 
a wider belt with less tension. It will 
transmit more power and be easier on belt, 
bearings and motor. 

(7.) Don’t use a thick belt; “keep to 
wider, more flexible belts, especially on 
small pulleys. 

(8.) Don't make bulky lacings that ham- 
mer the life out of the belt and machine. , 

(9.) Don’t run belt too fast. Keep it 
low 4000 feet per minute, better around 
2600 to 3000. 

(10.) Don’t overload a belt. A screech- 
ing sound says that the belt is slipping. 
When a flexible, clean belt, with proper ten-

in which 2500 sovereigns were discovered 
at Simi and brought to the Mission, the 
coins originally having been hidden by a 
priest for the use of the church. Aunt Mary 
looked a bit skeptically at the basket.
